What constitutes a British subject? This was the 
question put forth by Councillor Lothian, following the re 
ing of the police bylaw, that first appeared before council on 
July 8th. The lengthy document was read by Clerk Bourne 
(reading time twenty-seven minutes) and bef Mayor 
Lewis called for a vote on the passing of the bylaw, Lothian 
picked up this shred, and before long a debate ensued that 
took another half hour of Council's time.
